Clothes To Be Heavily Taxed 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON—Preparations for framing the new 


war revenue bill went forward in the house ways and means 
committee today with attention centering upon the list of 
suggestions for new or higher taxes on luxuries and neces- 
sities submitted yesterday by the treasury department. 


Members of the committee'indicated that the list would 


form the basis for consumption taxes in their draft of the 
bill, though some of the proposals would be chr.r.ged and 
others disregarded. 


Besides doubling present taxes on liquors and 


tobaccos, quadrupling soft drink levies and making 
general increases in other existing rates, the treas- 
ury suggestions include taxes of fifty per cent on 
retail prices of jewelry, watches and clocks, except 
those sold to army or navy men; twenty per cent 
on automobiles, bicycles, musical instruments, etc.; 
ten cents a gallon on gasoline to be paid by the 
wholesaler; ten per cent on hotel bills for rooms 
over $2.50 a day or American plan over S5.00; ten 
per cent on all cafe or restaurant bills and taxes of 
unstated amounts on men's suits selling for more 
than $30, women's suits over $40 and coats over 
$30; men's hats over $4; shirts over $2; pajamas 
over $2; hosiery over 35 cents; shoes over S5; 
gloves over .?2; underwear over $3; all neckwear 
and canes; women's dresses over $25; skirts over 
$15; hats over $10; shoes over $6; corsets over $5 
and all furs,- fkns. etc.; children's clothing, includ- 
ing suits over'§15; purses, toilet articles, over So. 
In addition to all these taxes, which would be levied di- 


rectly upon the consumer, the list proposes doubling the 
present motion picture admission tax and imposing a tax of 
five per cent on moving picture theatre rentals with the pres- 
ent film tax eliminated. 


, A ten per cent tax on "wire leases" intended to apply to 


telegraph, telephone, and other wires whose use ia' leased, is 
another of the treasury proposals.

figures show that 21 companies 
including a large proportion of 
high cost companies, made pro- 
fits in 1917 which ranged from 
1 per cent to 107 per cent on 
their investments. The average 
profit was 24.4 per cent. Prob- 
ably over 70 per cent of the pro- 
duction is marketed at profits 
over 20 per cent on investment. 
These same companies show an 
average profit of only 11.7 per 
cent in 1913, which may be con- 
sidered to be a normal year. 
Thus the average profit in the 
industry has more than doubled. 
The range of profits in 1913 was 
from 1 to 56 per cent. 


"TJje profits used in these com- 


pulations do not include Federal 
income or excess profits taxes, 
and therefore, represent sums 
actually.retained by the compan- 
ies for addition to surplus or 
dividends.
